You are one of the attendants on 
the bride at her wedding. You are 
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there to wait on her, to do anything 
for her she may want. Probably she 
won't want anything particular, 
though she might want something 
held for her, or her train moved, or 


something of that sort.

You are also there to help, by 
your presence in your pretty clothes, 
to make the wedding bright. 

It is very important that you 
should understand what the wed- 
ding really means, as it is often for- 
gotten nowadays. 

The man and woman, the bride- 
groom and bride, have agreed to 
live together as husband and wife, 
because they love each other. 

The object of their living together 
is first, that by God’s blessing and 
according to his will, they may have 
children to love and care for, and 
bring up in his faith and fear; and 
also that they may help and comfort 
one another by loving companion- 
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ship, till they are parted for a time 
by death. 

And they are coming to God's 
house to ask for the Sacrament of 
Holy Marriage—a Sacrament in 
which God joins them in one for “as 
longas they both shall live,” and gives 
them special graces to enable them to 
live aholy, pure, lovely married life. 

You hear sometimes, unfortu- 
nately, of married people being 
unhappy in their life together. If 
you could only know, you would 
find that in almost all these cases it 
was because they had begun by 
looking on marriage as a worldly 
thing, and had never thought about 
it being a holy ordinance of God. 

For two people to live together 
in the closest relationship all their 
lives happily, needs patience, self- 
sacrifice, and holy love. And it 
can’t be done without God's grace. 

It is through the Sacrament of 
Holy Marriage that this grace is 
given.

You will not have done your 
duty as a bridesmaid properly 
unless you have done that. 

Nowadays people are apt to 
forget that marriage is a holy thing. 
They think that a wedding is only 
a sort of family party in church, 
just for showing off pretty dresses 
and flowers and decorations. They 
forget altogether God’s part in it. 

You remember the marriage at 
Cana of Galilee, how we are told 
that “Jesus was called, and his dis- 
ciples, to the marriage.” 

Jesus should be invited to every 
marriage. 


Then his blessing will rest on it; 
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not only on what is done in church, 
but on all the feasting and merry- 
making that follow. And it will be 
all the jollier and brighter because 
of his presence and his blessing.

the marriage, and that you therefore 
stand all the time, including the time 
when the bride ano bridegroom kneel 
for the priest to bless them. 


You do not kneel until they go up to 
the altar rails. 


Tf you look at the note at the end 
of the Prayer Book Marriage Service 
you will see that the Church intends 
that the bride and bridegroom shall 
dedicate themselves in their new life 
and seek God's highest blessing in the 
Sacrament that Jesus Christ him- 
self ordained—the Holy Communion. 
Where this is done, as soon as the 
Marriage Service is over and the priest 
goes out to get ready to celebrate the 
Communion, you go to one of the seals 
near and join in the Service in the usual 
way.
